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Applicant added additional/changed limitations which would require additional searching and consideration. Further as written the claims do 
not simplify the issues for appeal without additional explanation by the applicant. Applicant uses the limitation 'utilizing any further'. This 
limitation could be broadly read as any homogenizing 'after' the disperger. If this is the case it is not clear why equipment such as pumps 
located after the disperger would not be considered homogenizing equipment. However, from the applicant's arguments it seems that the 
applicant is arguing no homogenizing 'before' the disperger [Applicant's arguments pg. 11]. Additionally it is not clear why the static mixer 
as disclosed by the applicant is not homogenizing equipment [Figure 1 (16)]. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant arguments are in regards to non-entered 
claim amendments of not using any "further machinery for homogenizing" and a disperger. 
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
